The purpose of the divi- 
sion will be to watch the ac- 
tivities of the Mafia in Louis- 
iana, Wade said. 

“It will be concerned with 
keeping track of the people 
who we know and the federal 
government knows are mem- 
bers of the Mafia — the fami- 
ly.” . 

HE SAID THE federal 
government has for the first 
time indicated a willingness to 
cooperate with state police in 
the exposure of organized 
crime. 

“The federal people say for 
the first time they’re willing 
to open their books to state 
police,” he said. 

With the help' of federal 
authorities, Jefferson Parish 
Sheriff Alwynn Cronvich and 
New Orleans Police Supt. Jo- 
seph Giarrusso, Wade said, 
the state could keep close 
watch over the Mafia in ; 
Louisiana. - !

“IF WE CAN come up 
with a list of names, say 100 
people, and catalogue them, 
we could watch every move 
they make,” Wade said. 

He said some of those are 
engaged in legitimate busi- 
ness. “But if you let them : 
alone, it leads to something | 
else, possibly illegal activity.” ! 

Asked by a newsman :■ 
what he would do if his probe j 
led to the involvement of pub- 
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- lie officials with the Mafia, he 

e said, “I think they should be 

• exposed.” 

“As for organized crime 

- and narcotics, 85 per cent of 

• it is in the New Orleans 
area,” he said. 

WADE SAID the Mafia 
had some influence in north 
Louisiana — he singled out 
Bossier City — and in the 
French-speaking country of 
south Louisiana. 

Wade said he believed the 
state could get money from 
the federal government to 
help expand the organized 
crime division. 

As for now, he said, he 
will have to use investigators 
already on the payroll. 

“I think we can be very 
effective,” he said. 

WADE ALSO SAID he has 
no plans at present to leave 
his post and return to his old 
job as state adjutant general. 

Wade was supposed to 
hold only a temporary job 
with state police, and the word 
was that he would be leaving 
shortly after adjournment of 
the fiscal session of the legis- 
lature. 

But he said he had not yet 
finished the work he wanted 
to do with state police — and 
will not leave until then. 

Wade also said he has not 
found a replacement.
